And am alſo ſo charitable to 
thoſe of the ſoberer fort of Epiſcopariens,es to think that 
upon a pablike Declaration, t ky wheres ield thus far, 
and intend not to ſtart new ferien, theſe here 
mentioned are ſatisfied , ( which I perceive is the jealoafie 
that contributes much co the continuing our diſtances, 
whiles the ruling —— ſuſpxous that if once 
begin to abate, the others for whoſe ſake they do it 
grow unreaſonablein their demands, and think to make 
uſe of one Conceffion, as an Argument to prevail for ano- 
ther in infinirum ) they would advance nearer towards 
them. And hereby ( unqueſtionably ) rboſe —— 
either expect to be grarifiedin their deſires, or render t 
perſons t bat deny them before God and the world. inexcule- 
if they would lly on the Terms on 
which they will be ſatisfied, and ſolemnly dechare that 
upon the Conceſſion of them, they will acquieſee, with 
out diſturbing the peace of the Church, And indeed it 
ſeems bur reaſonable that this ſhould be required of them; 
that ſo their Governors may be aſſured that they have no 
reſerves in ambuſcads to diſturb them afreſh, when che 
main body of their ſcruples is dichanded and diſmiſſed the 
Field.
